WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP).— 
The United States has notified 
Italy that the movements of Italian 
consular officials throughout this 
country are to be restricted and 
has asked that Italian consulates in 
Detroit and Newark, N. J., be 
closed. 

The State Department made pub- 
lic today a note to the Italian Gov- 
ernment requesting that its consu- 
lar officials corfine their move- 


ments to those areas in which they 
exercise the recognized duties of 
their respective offices. 

The Italian diplomatic staff in 
Washington was excluded from the 
request but the Embassy was asked 
to keep the State Department cur- 
rently informed “of the movements 
outside Washington of the military 
and naval personnel” attached to 
the Embassy

first of its kind in peace time 
against a country with which the 
United States maintains diplomatic 
relations, followed a request from 
Italy for the closing of American 
consulates at Naples and Palermo 
and restrictions imposed in Italy 
on the movements of American 
diplomatic officials. 

Secretary of State Hull's note to 
the Italian Ambassador referred to 
the closing of the two American 
consulates but did not explain why 
the United States was asking for 
the closing of the Italian consulates 
or restricting the movements of 
consular officials. 

In a previous annougcement, the 
State Department saia the closing 
of the consulates was requested 
“for reasons of national policy.”

ATHENS, March 6 (AP)-—Brit- 
fsh Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden left with Greece today the 
promise that his nation would

The pledge was delivered after

ferences with Greek leaders which 
a communique said resulted in com- 
plete agreement “on all aspects of 
the situation” in the Balkans. 
Just before leaving Athens last 
night for Cairo in company with. 
Gen, Sir John G. Dill, chief of the 
British Imperial General Staff, 
Eden issued a statement praising 
the Greeks for their fight against 
the .

“Heroic Resistance.” 

“Like all Englishmen we have 
watched for many months with ad- 
miration the heroic resistance of 
the Greek people to a brutal at- 
tack,” the statement said. “It was 
said in Athens 2300 years ago that 
the secret of happiness is freedom 
and the secret of freedom is cour- 
age. You are giving new life to 
this great tradition.

A joint communique by the Ad- 
miralty and the refugee Norwegian 
Government listed the ships sent 
down as nine German merchant- 
men, one Norwegian vessel under 
Nazi control and an armed Nazi 
trawler—in all 18,000 tons. The 
largest unit sunk was described 
as a fully laden German vessel of 
10,000 tons.

BECKER PLEDGES - 
‘VIGOROUS FIGHT 
AGAINST BOSSISM 


Promises ‘ Most Unrelent- 
ing’ Mayoralty Campaign 
Sirice Days When He 
Fought ‘Butler’s Indians’. 


Defeat of an entrenched political 
machine is no easy task, William 
Dee Becker, candidate for Repub- 
lican nomination as Mayor, warned 
in three campaign addresses last 
night. The Dickmann-Hannegan 
machine could be upset, he said, 
only by the strongest Republican 
candidate, making the most viggr- 
ous campaign possible, 

“I entered this campaign becanse 
so many of my party believed I 
was such a candidate,” said Beck- 
er, former Judge of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals.

Opinion Given in 1922. 

It ig understood that McDaniel 
and his attorneys are relying in 
their position on Section 11,603 of 
the Revised Statutes, 1939, and on 
an opinion written by United States 
District ;Judge Merrill E. Otis of 
Kansas City in 1922, when he was 
an Assistant Attorney General of 
Missouri. 

The section of the statutes men- 
tioned sets out the method of cast- 
ing a legal vote, as follows: 

“If the voter desires to cast a 
straight Democratic vote, he shall 
make an X mark in the circle at 
the top of the Democratic ballot. 


cratic ticket in the main, but de- 
sires to vote for one or more can- 
didates on the Republican ticket, he 
may place an X mark in the Dem- 
ocratic circle and X marks in the 
squares at the left of the names 
of the Republican candidates for 
whom he desires to vote. 

“Tf he desires to vote for a can- 
didate whose name does not ap- 
pear on the printed ballot, he may 
draw a line through the name of 
the candidate for whom he does 
not desire to vote and then write 
below it the name of the person 
for whom he desires to vote for 
that office, and place an X mark 
in the square at the left of the 
name.” 

The statute makes no mention of 
a situation in which the name of a 
candidate is marked out after an 
X is placed in the circle and no X 
is placed in the square of his op- 
posing candidate. 


Specific Sentence Relied On. 
In taking the positon of where 
ballots should be counted for him, 
the Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor is said to be relying on one 
specific sentence in Section 11,603, 
which reads: “All candidates of 
the party whose circle is marked 
shall be counted as voted for, ex- 
cepting where squares are crossed 
preceding the names of the candi- 
dates in other columns.” 
McDaniel’s attorneys are expect- 
ed to contend that, under this stat- 
ute, the mark through McDaniel’s 
name should be ignored. 

On the other hand, attorneys for 
Gov. Donnell will contend that-the 
intention of the voter controls and 
that the scratch through McDan- 
iel’s name clearly indicates an in- 
tention not to vote for McDaniel, 
though it might not indicate an 
intention to vote for Donnell, There 
were two minor party candidates 
for Governor, who received an in- 
consequential vote. The partisan 
Democratic voter who for some rea- 
son might desire to scratch McDan- 
ield\ might not want to cast a vote 
for a Republican. 

The Otis opinion does not exactly 
pass on the question involved in 
these ballots, but Democrats are 
drawing the inference from it that 
it was his opinion that a line drawn 
through a candidate’s name, as in 
these ballots, would not be a vote 
against that candidate. 

The opinion was given to Judge 
William C. Hughes of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, who, in 1922, was 
Prosecuting Attorney of Montgom- 
ery.County. In the election at that 
time many thousand Democrats in 
Missouri wanted to vote against 
James A. Reed, candidate for re- 
election to the United States Sen- 
ate, but did not want to vote for 
his. Republican opponent. Judge 
Hughes asked for the opinion. say- 
ing that he had received many in- 
quiries as to how one could vote 
against a certain candidate on his 
party ticket and yet not vote for 
his opponent.

Raising a Legal 

This will raise a legal question, 
and McDaniel’s attorneys are ex- 
pected to oppose gvigorously the 
taking of testimony of.the voters. 
It is a legal principle that a printed 
or written, document speaks for 
itself and cannot be explained by 
oral testimony. The court decisions 
are not in full agreement as to the 
right of voters to explain their in- 
tent. Some decisions on some types 
of ballots hold that the voter can- 
not explain his vote, while decis- 
ions in other cases hold that he 
can, There is a line of decisions 
holding that a ballot “is to be con- 
strued in-the same way as any 
other written or printed document 
and the construction must be such 
as to give effect to the voter’s in- 
tention.” 

It is due to the fact that neces- 
sity for interpretations on points 
such as this will arise that the Re- 
publicans are prepared to make a 
hard fight to prevent the appoint-" 
ment of a partisan committee to 
conduct the contest. 

It is not improbable that they 
will have material Democratic sup- 
port in their fight, due to an ap- 
parent determination by some Dem- 
ocrats that the contest must be con- 
ducted with every eVidence of fair- 
ness. 

It is not improbable that some 
influential St. Louis Democratic 
members of the Legislature, inter- 
e.ted in the re-election of Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann, will support 
a move for a committee of an equal 
number of Democrats and Repub- 
licans. 

While there has not yet been a 
formal conference of Republican

Such a bill would require the sig- 
nature of v. Donnell, who has re- 
fused to discuss any detail of the 
contest. Whether he would take 
the position that he could not ap- 
prove payment of an expenditure 
not specifically authorized by the 
general law is not known. Repub- 
lican leaders, however, are assum- 
ing that the Governor would not 
approve State financing of a parti- 
san-controlled contest of his office. 

If a sufficient number of Demo- 
crats join with the Republicans to 
authorize equal party representa- 
tion on the committee, it probably 
will be with the stipulation that 
half the members of the commit- 
tee shall constitute a quorum, The 
Democrats say that, without this 
provision, the Republicans, by 
breaking a quorum, could stop the 
contest. 

There is virtually no doubt that 
the Legislature, when it meets in 
joint session Monday or Tuesday,

“For less than the price of a 
new home,” he added, “we will 
show that homes can be purchased 
and rehabilitated to please any res- 
ident.” 

The houses would be selected in 
neighborhoods where new building 
ended about 20. years ago, consid- 
ered “stable areas” by real estate 
men. The properties to be pur- 
chased are not considered “blight- 
ed” at present, but face degenera- 
tion unless modernized. Deprecia- 
tion on the properties is estimated 
at 40 or 50 per cent of their origi- 
nal valuation. 

The associations, not incorporat- 
ed, plan to pay $4000 to $5000 for 
each of the three houses. Then 
they would spend from $900 to 
$1500 on each for repairs and re- 
modeling. For example, the West 
End association has virtually de- 
cided to acquire a two-story, eight- 
room brick residence, built about 
22 years ago, in the area east of 
Skinker boulevard, between Delmar 
boulevard and Forest Park. Where 
necessary the association will in- 
stall new heating and plumbing 
systems, lay hardwood floors, re- 
model rooms and make exterior 
improvements. 

The rehabilitation project was 
conceived by the exchange in plan- 
ning the St. Louis Home Show. The 
exchange is to be sponsor of the 
show for the first time. Inasmuch 
as comparatively few new homes 
have been erected in St. Louis in 
recent years, it was decided to em- 
phasize modernization of existing 
residences, 

Photographs showing the dwell- 
ings before and after improvement 
are expected to be on exhibit at 
the show. After the show the 
houses v I'd be sold at the cost 
of acquisition and modernization.

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MAYOR MAKES 
HIS ONLY SPEECH: 
AWAITS ELECTION 


Challenges Anyone to Find 
Dishonesty in Adminis- 
tration in Talk in Home 
Ward. 


Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann. 
stepped briskly into the political 
ring in his “home corner” last 
night for a fast preliminary warm- 
up and then stepped back to await 
the bell for tomorrow's primary 


election. : 


And if the “Champ” of the Dem- 
ocratic organization strode into the 
Fourteenth Ward Democratic Club 
meeting at Strassberger Hall at 
Grand boulevard and Shenandoah 
avenue in fighting trim, he was 
careful not to exhibit his heavy 
punches in the only primary cam- 
paign talk he will make: To the 
partisan delight of some 800 atten- 
tive, applauding fans, Dickmann, 
who is seeking his third four-year 
term, took a few glancing pokes at 
his Republican opponents but prom- 
ised: “Just wait until the primary’s 
over, when I'll really start cam- 
paigning—then we're going to have 
some fun.” 

The Mayor showed his scorn of 
his two Democratic opponents for 
the mayoralty, Lee Meriwether, re- 
tired attorney, who was denounc- 
ing Dickmann in a speech several 


blocks away at Alhambra Grotto,| 


and C. George Saenger, contractor. 
“There isn’t any real fighting on 
our side at all—we're quite comfort- 
able,” Dickmann said. 

Then, referring to the hot con- 
test for the Republicah mayoral 
nomination: “But the other side is 
terrible, fighting among  them- 
selves. And if they keep on criticis- 
ing me, repeating my name, it'll 
make me more prominent.” 

Extemporaneously. 

Speaking extemporaneously, Dick- 
‘Mann paused for a few moments 
at this point and then added: “The 
thing that’ gripes me is this: With 
all that criticism, it all amounts 
to just one thing—the ‘outs’ want 
to get ‘in’ Let them point a 
finger at anything I or anyone else 
in my administration have done 
wrong. I want to say to‘you that 
I stand here after eight years as 
your Mayor, without anyone being 
able to charge dishonesty or mis- 
conduct in all those years of of- 
fice.” 

Asserting that there has been 
“some criticism” about the city’s 
“merit system,” the Mayor told the 
gathering that the survey report 
of his Advisory Committee would 
be. made public today and promised 
that its recommendations would be 

adopted. “We're coming to a real 


' merit system—it’s going to be a 


fact,” he said. “And we will be the 
first administration in the history 
of the city to establish it.” His Re- 
publican opponents have pledged 
in various campaign talks to estab- 
lish a true civil service system if 
elected. 

He referred also to another 
pledge of the Republican candi- 
dates, repeal of the cigarette tax, 
by saying: “For those who do not 
seem aware of the fact, that cig- 
arette levy automatically expires 
this June, under the ordinance pro- 
visions. And I’m hopeful we won’t 
have to have it extended. But if 
it develops that we must find ad- 
diitonal revenue, then, of course, 
We may have to continue it.” 

Review of Accomplishments. 

For the most part Dickmann, 
who described his hour and a half- 
long speech as “a chat with my 
home folks and not a political talk,” 
devoted his time to a somewhat 
rambling review of the accomplish- 
ments of his administration. He 
spoke of the completion of the mu- 
nicipal buildings and hospitals for 
which funds were voted in 1923, of 
reductions in the city’s ponded in- 
debtedness and deficit, of the bat- 
tle to solve the smoke problem. 

Praises Survey. 

Turning his attention again to 
the survey report, he said: “I think 
the survey is one of the greatest 
forward steps we have ever taken. 
And from that report, we will build 
a bigger and greater St. Louis.” 

Dickmann failed to answer any 
of the criticisms and charges made 
by his Democratic and Republican 
opponents for the mayoralty, and 
had declined an invitation by Meri- 
wether to debate political issues at 
the Alhambra Grotto meeting. Re- 
ferring to Dickmann’s refusel to 
debate, Meriwether said last night: 

“Are you afraid, Mr. Mayor, that 
you cannot face the facts I might 
present to prove your record is one 
on which you should be ashamed 
to stand? No doubt you will fare 
better before an audience of your 
ward workers bound to you by 
fear of losing their jobs, than you

The only 
social worker at the institution 
has a desk there, but uses her 
home as an office, the report says, 
and there is no way of ascertain- 
ing whether she is at work or not. 
It is apparent that she handled not 
more than 100 a year, the re- 
port adds, fewer than social work- 
ers at the two genera] hospitals 
handle in'a week. 

Of the City Infirmary the report 
says the Hospital Commissioner 
has neglected to formulate rules of 
admission, From 300 to 400 of its 
patients are indigent persons, able 
to do light work, who should be re- 
ceiving relief and nat be infirmary 
patients. Only 100 to 150 of the 
average infirmary population of 
1010 are there for compellitig medi- 
cal reasons, the report says. 

Certain changes in the operation 
of Koch Hospital are recommend- 
ed, but the primary need there, 
the report says, is that the present 
547-bed capacity be’ increased to 
1100. If the hospital had adequate 
capacity and patients could be sent 
there in the early stages of tuber- 
culosis, the average stay of pa- 
tients might be shortened. so that 
one bed would serve where three 
are now needed, it is estimated. 

Isolation Hospital. 

A gross shortage of adequately 
trained nurses is mentioned again 
with reference to Isolation Hospi- 
tal, and the absence of a qualified 
dietitian: is termed a disgrace. 
Monoton6us meals, deficient i 
Vitamin B, are served,.and the av- 
erage cost, 9.6 cents a meal, is said 
to be exceedingly low. 

Referring to Snodgras Labora- 
tory, which has quarters at City 
Hospital but is indépendently ad- 
ministered, the report says three 
other city agencies, the Morgue, 
the Municipal Testing Laboratory 
and the Laboratory Section of the 
Health Department, perform simi- 
lar functions, _Autopsies now _ per- 
formed at the Morgue could be 
done more efficiently and at less 
expense at Snodgras Laboratory, 
the report gays. It reaommends 
that consideration be given to con- 
agp of all laboratory agen- 
cies, : 

Abolition of the office of Hospital 
Commissioner is urged in the re- 
port, on the ground that the func- 
tions assigned to that office should 
be undertaken in the hospitals by 
other. agencies, or not at all. The 
report suggests creation of a Divi- 
sion of Institutional Management, 
which would select the professional 
personne] of the hospitals, the Jail, 
Workhouse, St. Louis Training 
School and the Meramec Hills 
Trainings School.. It would also 
have supervision of medical care, 
medical laboratory testing, out-pa- 
tient clinics, social service work, 
collection of pay-patient : accounts, 
repair and maintenance of build- 
ings. 
“The chief criticism of the pres- 
ent administrative, activities of the 
Hospital Commissioner's office,” 
the report adds, “is that so very 
much more could be done, No 
regular and systematic use seems 
to be made of the reports sub- 
mitted by the several hospitals, nor 
are the reports used as the basis 
for regular and comprehensive re- 
examinations of the staffs, activi- 
ties and procedures of each hos- 
pital.” / — 

The Health Department fares 
well in the report, whieh speaks 
of the Health Commissioner, Assist- 
ant Health Commissioner and Chief 
of the Medical, Dental and Nurs- 
ing Service as well-trained and ex- 
perienced. The department is un- 
fortunate, the report adds, in hav- 
ing some poorly qualified clerical 
assistants and. some inadequately 
trained persons in what should be 
technical positions, chiefly in the 
sanitation control division. Most 
of the staff of this division are 
said to be “unqualified from every. 
point of view.” ,. Moreover, the 
Health Department has on its pay- 
roll as chief of secretarial service, 
theoretically assigned to public 
health education; an employe who 
is in fact employed on the staff of 
the Mayor’s office and is not quali- 
fied for the work he is supposed 
to do in the Health Department, 
the report says.

Changes. 

Under the reorganization of the 
Department of Public Welfare pro- 
posed in the report the agencies. 
and institutions hitherto discussed 
would remain. The Division of 
Parks and Recreation and super- 
vision of Lambert-St. Louis Field 
would be transferred out of the de- 
partment. Parks and Recreation 
would become a major separate de- 
partment with a director responsi- 
ble to the Mayor. The airport's 
major functions woufd be assigned 
to a proposed Department of Build- 
ings, with certain other functions 
going to the proposed departments 
of Engineering and Parks. New 
functions and agencies would be 
added to the Department of Public 
Welfare. 

“After these transfers,” the re- 
port adds, “there would remain in 
the Department of Public Welfare 
the divisions of hospitals and 
health, the two pena! institutions, 
the Legal Aid Bureau, the Public 
Defender Bureau, the psychiatric 
clinie and the Charities Solicita- 
tions Commission.

It is proposed to make the excise

“That the ordinances be amend- 
ed to relieve the excise division of 
investigation 6f routine complaints 
and enforcement of regulatory or- 
dinances; that such enforcement 
work be done by the podlice, and 
that the inspection work of the di- 
vision be confined to inspections 
incidental to the issuance of new 
and renewal licenses. 

“That penalties be. more consist- 
ently assessed against violators 
brought before the commissioner 
for hearing, as a means of reducing 
violations of reguidtory laws and 
ordinances. : 

“That the position of deputy com- 
missioner and one position of ste- 
nographer-clerk be abolished to-ef- 
fect an annual saving of $5620. 

“That the automobile allowance 
of the deputy commissioner be dis- 
continued and that of the woman 
inspector, who does a minimum of 
field work, be reduced; that the al- 
lewances-of each of the other four 
inspectors be increased within the 
limits of the present appropriation, 
and that mileage records be kept 
by all employes receiving allow- 
ances for the use of personally 
owned automobiles.” 

} The recommendation for more

many problems of food preparation 
and service, supervision and work- 
ing of inmates, operation of build- 
ings and plants, and keeping of 
records similar to those in the oth- 
er institutions. The work of the 
two’ agencies, to the extent that 
they are more than mere places of 
punishment and detention, is in the 
field of social welfare, and is close- 
ly related to field case work with 
clients who are delinquent, feeble- 
minaed or indigent. The functions 
cf the Charities Solicitations Com- 
mission in the investigation of pri- 
vate welfare or relief agencies is, 
broadly, in the same field. 

“The Department of Public Wel- 
fare, after the foregoing functions 
had been transferred, would oper- 
ate almost solely.in the field of 
health and social welfare. There 
are, however, several other agencies 
under city control that are now op- 
erating, or are intended to operate, 
in the same fields,.as follows: the 
Lward of Children’s Guardians, com; 
posea of the Placing Out Division, 
Beliefontaine Farms and Meramec 
Hills; the Board of Parole and Pro- 
hat:on, including the Chief Parole 
and Probation Officer; and the 
‘Mulianphy Board.” 

Seven Resulting Divisions. 

The 
Public Welfare would have seven 
divisions—administration, medicine, 
laboratories, visiting nursing, social 
welfare, institution management, 


Legal Aid and Public Defender bu- 
reaus. 

Concerning present activities of 
the Division of Parks and Recrea- 
tion, the report says it should serve 
the recreational needs of the citi- 
zens at large but is concerned 
chiefly with the development of 
athletes. To a considerable degree 
money has been spent for park 
grounds, buildings and recreation 
facilities of other types without 
thought of what purpose they will 
serve, the report says. Few mem- 
bers of the present recreation staff 
have the knowledge, interest or 
capacity for their duties, it adds. 

In discussion of the jail and 
workhouse the report suggests co- 
operation between the Department 
of Public Welfare and the Judges 
with a view to eliminating jail 
sentences of four months or more, 
substituting workhouse sentences, 
The jail is referred to as an “idle 
house.” . 

The staff of the Psychiatric 
Clinic is described as well-qualified 
and is commended for ite capacity

The report recommends, | 


could be used to advantage,” the 


Too Many Employes. 


Says—Much of Work of Two Directors 
'  Praised—Recommendations Listed. 
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The Advisory Committee’s Sur- 
vey Report, filed today, recom-| 
mends important changes in the 
ration of the Department of 
Publie Utilities, headed by Director 
Edward E. Wall, and the Depart- 
ment of Streets and Sewers, of 
which Frank J. McDevitt is the 
Director. It severely criticisés em- 
ployment of too \many workers in 
some divisions and unnec 
idleness of other personnel, and 
urges a host of correctional steps 
designed to cut expenditures and 
increase efficiency. : 

The two departments employ a 
total of 2309 persons and are ad- 
ministered by charter provision un- 
der thé supervision and control of 
the Board of Public: Service. While 
the report is sharply ‘critical of 
many practices in these depart- 
ments, it is also frequently com- 
mendatory in analyzing the work 
of the two Directors, and at no 
point blames them specifically for 
undesirable conditions. . 


Suggestions as to Utilities. . 


Salient recommendations of the 
committee for the Department of 
Public Utilities include: ) 

1. A general study of the entire 
water rate structure with a view 
to making it more equitable to con- 
sumers, : 

2. Construction of new pumping 
units at the Howard Bend Pump-

Market and 
Biddle Market; the report scores 
lax supervision by the Union Mar- 
ketmaster over the other two mar- 
kets, “where physical conditions are 
deplorable”; conditions at Biddle 
Market, it asserts, “are a discredit 
to the city.” 

Street Department Proposals. 

Main recommendations for the 
Department of Streets and Sewers: 

1. Organization of the depart- 
ment into three divisions—traffic, 
sewer and street divisions. 

2. Elimination of all-night park- 
ing on the public streets, to facili- 
tates street cleaning. 

3. Stricter extmaniaions for ap- 
plicants for drivers’ licenses.

6. Merger of the excavation in- 
spection section with the traffic 
and drivers’ license section and re- 
duction in the number of excava- 
tion inspectors to eliminate idle- 
ness—from 19 to six. | 

7. Discontinuance of two or 
three positions of inspector of ref- 
use collection, one position of in- 
spector in the harbor and wharf 
section, three positions of sewer in- 
spector, and four positions of truck 
chauffeur in the street cleaning 
section. ‘ 

8 Payment of employes by 
check instead of cash, 

9. Computation of pay for all 
labor positions involving broken 
time on an hourly or daily basis 
instead of a monthly basis. 

10. Sale or destruction of the 

city-owned wharf and derrick boats 
to avoid unnecessary expense in 
maintaining them. 
11. Blimination of “present intol- 
erable conditions” resulting from 
illegal dumping in the streets of 
garbage, spoiled fruits and vege- 
tables. 

12, Possible establishment of a 
metropolitan sewer district to be 
governed by city and county of- 
givers with the Director of Streets 
and Sewers as administrative head. 

13. Possible initiation of free ash- 
hauling service. 

14. Possible establishment of fees 
or rentals to be paid by house- 
owners for the use of sewers, de- 
signed to offset the cost of sewer 
operation and repair.

station. ' 
Analysis of Plants. 
“The reason for the high costs at 
Chain of Rocks is the age. and ob- 
solescence of the plant, and consid- 
eration should be given to its re- 
placément,” the report said. .“The 
unit cost of pumping at Bissell’s 
Point is about 40 per cent greater 
than for equivalent work at How- 
ard Bend. At the Baden high-lift 
pumping station, the operating cost 
is 1.7 times that of equivalent work 
at Bissell’s Point and 2.3 times that 
at Howard Bend. 
“This very high unit cost.is a re- 
sult primarily of the small lead 
which the plant has carried since 
Howard Bend has been in service. 
The Baden station is functionally 
obsolete, and consideration should 
be given to its abandonment, 
“The Chain of Rocks boiler plant 
is old, inefficient and economically 
obsolete, and should be replaced by 
a modern plant. The Baden pump- 
ing station is functionally obsolete 
in its entirety. At Bissell’s Point 


operating résults.” 

Limited reductions in the staff 
of the operating section of the wa- 
ter division were recommended. The 
organization of the division’s ma- 
chine shops was described as “elab- 
orate,” and the employment of a 
smaller force and routing of heavier 
items of work to local commercial 
shops was suggested. The report 
also criticised the personnel system 
in the assessment section, pointing 
out that “there is considerable va- 
riation from month to month” in 
the number employed. 

Office Economies, 


“The folding and placing of bills 
in envelopes is performed by $1800- 
a-year field employes; who are 
brought into the office for this pur- 
pose. It is suggested that this class 
of work be performed by employes 
in lower salary brackets.” Present 
method of handling flat rate ac- 
counts is “unnecessarily complicat- 
ed and expensive” and by a few 
simple changes it would be possible 
to install a system using mechan- 
ical office equipment which would 
reduce the number of employes 
necessary for this work from 12 to 
six at an annual saving of $9000 in 
salaries, the report went on. 

To simplify the handling of meter 
accounts, such bills should be ren- 
dered quarterly instead of semi- 
annually and deposits received from 
consumers should be held intact in 
@ reserve account and not applied 
to the payment of bills, it said. 
This procedure would permit the 
use of mechanical office equipment 
similar to that recommended for 
the flat rate accounts and reduce 
the number of workers necessary 
from eight to four at an annual 
saving of $6000. 

Turning to a consideration of 
flat rate water assessments and 
meter rates, the report poirited out 
that only 9.43 per cent of the water 
taps in the city are metered. “While 
the city has an inexhaustible sup- 
ply of water at its door,” it said, 
“there seems to be no good reason 
why it should supply unlimited 
quantities through flat rates to 
consumers. 

“Pumping and purification proc- 
esses are costly. The average per 
capita consumption of water is 
high for a city of this type and 
there can be little doubt that meter- 
ing the entire system would reduce 
the consumption by at least 20 per 
cent. Such a reduction would. have 
a direct bearing on the cost of sup- 
plying water to the mains.” 

Suggestions on Markets. 

With respect to. the department’s 
operation of the three public mar- 
kets, the report advised that an 
adequate system of control over all 
receipts be instituted; that the 
Comptroller’s office make periodic 
visits to the markets to see that 
vendors have rental permits, a

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Comptroller Louis Nolte, reply- 
ing to criticisms of his official 
methods made by the Mayor’s Ad- 
visory Committee, today offered a

“Yet in adopting a new charter,” 
Nolte said, “you would be com- 
mitted to sponsoring one based on 
a political system, in spite of the 
fact that reorganization of munici-

“jnon-partisan forms of government, 


which -the writers of the report 


|failed to present.” 


The Comptroller’s answers to 
specific criticisms were set forth 
in statements prepared by him and 
members of his official staff. 

“It may be true,” Nolte says, 
“that the present auditing and ac- 
counting procedure is outmoded; 
but. it is also true that, since the 
charter was adopted in 1915, the 
Comptroller’s records and accounts 
have been audited yearly by certi- 
fied public accountants, and at no 
time was there any criticism of the 
financial control established or the 
way in which the records were 
kept.” 

Contradicts Committee. 

“It is an exaggeration,” Nolte 
said, “to say that the city has not 
even the rudiments, of a pre-audit 
system.’ (The committee said in 
its report that “It is not an exag- 
geration” to make such a state- 
ment). , 

“In the opinion of the writer of 
the report,” Nolte said, “the check- 
ing and auditing of vouchers, war- 
rants, monthly audit of accounts of 
all license fees and inspection fees 
has been in vain, and for no pur- 
pose. It is a matter of pride with 
the Comptroller that during his 
tenure of office, defalcation by 
employes, shortages in funds, and 
other irregularities, due to the au- 
diting system now in effect, have 
been few and far between, in com- 
parison to private business. This 
was accomplished in spite of the 
fact that employes in all depart- 
ments have been appointed through 
political organizations.” 

Nolte defended the practices of 
his office in relation to city insti- 
tutions, eourt fees, water rates, ben- 
efit judgments and,franchise pay- 
ments. 

“The pre-audit of general prop- 
erty taxes,” he said, “is done in 
accordance with provisions of the 
State statutes. In order to change 
the present methods, the State stat- 
utes would have to be amended. 
The Mayor and Comptroller, on 
two or three occasions, requested an 
appropriation of $50,000 from the 
Board of Aldermen for mechan- 
ized equipment to simplify the 
auditing of the bills in the office 
of the Assessor, Collector and, 
Comptroller, but the Aldermen ‘te- 
fused to appropriate the necessary 
funds.” 

Replies to Specific Point. 

As to one of the specific points 
of criticism, the Comptroller said: 

“A clerk from the Comptroller’s 
office does handle the sale of garb- 
age. His employment was author- 
zed by ordinance. The Director 
of Streets and Sewers specifically. 
requested that collection of money 
from sale of garbage be handled 
by the Comptrolier’s office.” 

As to the contents of the balance 
sheet in the Comptroller’s annual 
report for 1938-39, which balance 
sheet is omitted from the 1939-40 
report, Nolte said: “Inasmuch as 
the balance sheet has been discon- 
tinued, why. make further refer- 
ence to it?” 

Replying to the committee’s crit- 
icism of the practice of borrowing 
money from the sinking fund for 
operating purposes, the Comptrol- 
ler said it was due to the State’s 
faulty tax collection system. “We 
believe it is good business policy,” 
he said, “for the city to use funds 
not: immediately needed in other 
accounts, so-that it does not become 
necessary to borrow money from 
bankers and investment houses and 
pay interest of 2 or 3 per cent.” 

As to the committee’s recommen- 
dation that the city should adopt 
“self-insurance” instead of paying 
ipremiums to insurance companies, 
Nolte said the question was one 
for the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, but that he personally 
believed the $25,000 or $30,000 a 
year spent for various forms of in- 
surance to be “money well spent.”

troller. The proposal as to Alder- 
men is that a small number—nine 
ig the humber suggested—be elected 
from the city at large, without 
ward representation, instead of the 
present 28, elected on a general 
ticket, each of whom is required 
to live in the ward he represents. 

In proposing to reduce the size of 
the legislative body, and in .advo- 
cating, as it does elsewhere, large 
increases in the Mayor’s. power, the 
Advisory Committee may appear to 
be approaching the pattern of a 
commission form of city govern- 
ment. The committee, however, 
says it has assumed “that the pres- 
ent» form of Mayor-Council gov-' 
ernment is. acceptable to the peo- 
ple of the city.” 

Assistant Mayor's Dutiés. 

The proposal for an Assistant 
Mayor is thus set forth: 

“It would be desirable that the 
Mayor be provided with an exec- 
utive assistant to assist him in 
exercising the managerial func- 
tions jmposed upon him under the 
proposed plan of organization. In 
every way practicable, by provis- 
ions of the charter and ordinances, 
and by the building up of a tradi- 
tion and accepted: practice, the non- 
political character of this office 
should be emphasized. The execu- 
tive assistant, by whateVer name 
called, should be appointed solely 
on the basis of his technical quali- 
fications to assist the Mayor in the 
administrative duties of the execu- 
tive office. He should be kept ab- 
solutely clear of political questions 
and not be allowed to have any- 
thing to do with any such. 

“So far as it can be accomplished, 
the office should be established on 
the basis of continuity of tenure 
from administration to administra- 
tion. .The incumbent should be a 
‘career’ man, and give each new ad- 
ministration the benefit of ~ hig 
knowledge of what has been done 
and proposed in the past, the rea- 
sons therefor, and the success that 
different policies and programs 
have met. 

“The executive assistant should 
function as the right hand of each 
successive Mayor to help him carry 
out whatever administrative poli- 
cies and programs his administra- 
tion, for the time being, may de- 
cide upon, and to furnish facts and 
suggestions to aid in the formula- 
tion of such policies and programs. 
His work should be entirely separ- 
ate from and independent of the 
kind of work ordinarily falling to 
the secretary of the Mayor. 

“It would be in line with the pro- 
posed functions of this official for 
him to serve also as secretary of 
the executive cabinet. As such his 
functions might well include the 
preparation of agenda, the secur- 
ing of facts for, and the prepara- 
tion of analytical reports on, ques- 
tions to come up for discussion, and 
the conduct of the necessary steps 
to put into effect decisions reached 
by the Mayor and the cabinet.” 


Cabinet and Auditor. 

The Mayor’s Cabinet, of which 
‘the Executive Assistant would -act 
as secretary, would consist of the 
heads of city departments, which un- 
der the form proposed would be 12 
in number. 


“It would be desirable,” the com- 
mittee says, “for the heads of all 
the departments to be formally or- 
ganized into an executive cabinet 
for purposes of deliberation on 
questions of general administra- 
tive policy, and of rendering ad- 
vice to the Mayor as the result of 
such deliberations. Such an organ- 
ization would ulso greatly facil- 
itate the Mayor’s efforts to har- 
monize and unify in . accordance 
with the city policies and programs 
jecided upon. 

“The present Mayor has recog- 
nized the value of this device. in 
surrounding . himself .with an in- 
formal cabinet. It now consists of 
the members of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service, the Assessor, the Sup- 
ply Commissioner, and the City 
Counselor.” 

As to the proposed office of Au- 
ditor, the committee says: 

“The independent Auditér, or 
Auditor General, with much the 
same independent audit functions 


Comptroller now is, or selected by 
the Board of Aldermen. He would 
report his findings to the Board 
of Aldermen as representatives of 
the people. 

“The functions of this important 
officer would consist of what is 
commonly called ‘post-auditing,’ 
though the process could well be 
continuous. They would involve 
periodic or continuous examination 
of the accounts and financial prac- 
tices of the city. The ‘primary 
purpose of the audits and reports 
would be to inform the Board of 
Aldermen, for its guidance as to 
legislative policy, and to inform the 
public, as to how well the admin- 
istration is carrying out the legisla- 
tive policies prescribed and ob- 
serving the financial plans ap- 
proved. Other purposes would be 
to reveal Ahe facts as to any im- 
proper transactions or anyg fail- 
ures to account for city money, and 
to insure the application of a sound 
system of internal audit. 

“If he is to function in- this 
way, the Auditor should be entire- 
ly separate from, and independent 
of, the administrative branch that 
he is charged with reporting upon.

The new estimates, Gen. Marshall 
said, were based on special analyses 
made on the ground at each of' the 
186 projects by skilled engineers 
and architects. 

It was known, Gen. Marshall 
stated, that speed would add to the 
cost, “but we did not realize how 
much, especially under the highly 
unfavorable weather conditions that 
developed.” It was said that rain- 
fall during the winter in some 
areas ranged from the highest in 
15 years to the highest in 50 years. 

It was also to be expected, said 
Gen. Marshall, that there would be 
an increase’ in cost of labor and 
material, “but here again not to 
the extent that developed.” The 
necessity of haste, he explained, 
“required rapid expansion of labor 
forces, resulting in the use of semi- 
skilled or unskilled labor, much 
overtime and shift work, a scarcity 
of adequate supervisory forces and 
often of common labor, and delays 
in organization and prosecution of 
work on the ground,” 

Analysis on Increases. 

Analyzing the factors compelling 
a revision of the estimates up- 
ward, Col. Somervell testified that 
labor and material expense ac- 
counts for 25 to 35 per cent; 
changes in design and additional 
buildings, 15 to 25 per cent; and 
extensive complementary work in 
providing camp utilities, 50 to 60 
per cent. 

The principal material used is 
lumber, he said. The first estimates 
were based on $30 a thousand 
board-feet, the price prevailing last 
May and June. Owing to competi- 
tive bidding among contractors, the 
figure rose by September to $40. 
It is now about $35, he said, as a 
result of elimination of competition 
through a new system of central 
government purchases. This ame- 
lioration wags due to the interven- 
tion of Leon Henderson, member of 
the National Defense Advisory Com- 
mittee in charge of price stabiliza- 
tion. 

Because of the unfavorable 
weather, said Col. Somervell, it was 
found necessary to work the labor 
forces on Saturdays and Sundays, 
with the result of large overtime 
expense, and also in day and night 
shifts. Another extra cost, he said 
was that of transportation. Many 
jobs were at a distance from the 
labor supply, and transportation 
was supplied either in kind or in- 
creased wages. “We have had to 
run special trains,” he asserted, “be- 
tween certain locations and _ the 
jobs.” The program’s urgency, he 
said, compelled contractors to ex- 
pand thei: organizations by recruit- 
ing journeymen carpenters, plumb- 
ers and mechanics, whose lack of 
skill added to normal labor costs. 
Committee’s Criticism. 

The committee’s report asserts 
that “fairness compels commenda- 
tion of the army for a sincere, de- 
termined effort to do the best pos- 
sible construction job under’ the 
worst possible condtions.” But 
three circumstances open to criti- 
cism were pointed out as follows: 

The military housing program 
was started without previous en- 
gineering surveys of sites or ex- 
pert analyses of costs of struc 
tures and the extert and loca- 
tion of camp utilities: 

The original estimates were 
based on the War Department’s 
cost experience at small camps 
under normal conditions in 1939 
and 1940, with small. allowance 
for anticipated increases in ex- 
pense of labor and material. 

The estimates were made prior : 
to the selection of camp sites, 
without previous opportunity to 
evaluate factors of topography 
and the extent of utilities re- 
quired, such as water supply, 
sewers, power, roads and rail 
connections. 

Gen. Marshall denied there had 
been waste of public money at any 
housing projects or that contrac- 
tors had done other than “their 
level best.” 

“I have had no indication to 
date,” he said, “that there has been 
peculation or any attempt to in- 
crease costs.” An investigation of 
defense contracts has been author- 
ized by the Senate under a resolu- 
tion offered by Senator Harry 8S. 
Truman of Missouri. .-

Case for All-Out Aid to Britain. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
PPONENTS of aid to Britain ap- 
parently believe they have made their 

point when they prove that by intensive 

arming the United States can make itself 
safe from invasion. 

But does preservation of democracy de- 
pend only upon possession of a land area 
on which to practice it? We may con- 
cede that the United States, by with- 
holding aid from Britain, can so arm 
itself as to render invasion impossible 
without losing our fears for American 
democracy. If Britain should fall, what 
sort of a world must we envisage? 

To make invasion impossible, we would 
have converted our country into an im- 
pregnable fortress and our easy-going 
people into a dynamic race of warriors. 
Were invasion to remain impossible, the 
armed camp status must continue. 

Maintenance of our armament upon a 
technical and quantitative par with that 
of potential enemies would call for un- 
relaxed vigilance at home and sordid 
espionage abroad. 

The shutting of export markets would 
mean revamping our economy upon an 
entirely nationalistic basis. An increas- 
ing part of our effort would go to the 
manufacture of war materials. Mounting 
taxes, longer work hours and reduced 
wages would entail a lower standard of 
living. 

From high places we would hear un- 
ceasing admonition fo sacrifice individual] 
privileges to the common cause, to accept 
regimentation that we might match the 
efficiency of already regimented nations. 

Here the non-interventionist might as- 
sert that the alternative program of all- 
out aid to Britain, if unstinted, might 
call for the same regimentation. Yet 

_ there is a difference, and it is a vital 
one. 

The aid-to-Britain program aims at 
complete extermination of totalitarianism 
and the consequent safe return of the 
world to the ways of democracy, whereas 
the program’ of armed isolation, even if 
successful, would allow totalitarianism to 
live. With totalitarianism alive any- 
where on the planet, would we dare relax 
vigilance? 

Against the menace of milita totali- 
tarianism, America can best —— itself 
not by crouching behind a ring of steel, 
but by going to the active support of the 
one great nation bent upon exterminating 
the menace, Great Britain.

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WHY DON’T VOTERS VOTE? 


Some 16,000 citizens in Clayton Township, compris- 
ing Clayton and University City, are to be asked 
next week why they did not vote in the August, 1940, 
primary. 

The question is put by the League of Women Vot- 
ers, which is mailing postcards to the non-voting 
citizens containing a check list of possible reasons 
for their absence from the polls, from illness and 
heat to lack of transportatidn and no reason at all. - 

These 16,000 are more than half of the qualified 
voters in the township. In other communities, the 
absentees from primary elections are a similarly 
large proportion of the entire electorate. _ 

This refusal or failure to exercise the franchise 
has become an increasingly serious problem in our 
democracy. 
machines, whose members regiment themselves for 
selfish political reasons, can and do dominate pri- 
mary elections. 

Here is one of the chief reasons why we have in- 
efficiency and corruption in government, and the 
fault lies at the door of those who refuse or fail ‘to 
perform their duties as citizens. 

The irony of it is that the primary was designed 
as an improvement over the old convention system, 
where’ subservient delegates obeyed the will of a 
party boss. It was designed to extend the democratic 
process to permit the people to nominate candidates 
for office, as well as to elect them. 

But as it has worked out, the people, by their re- 
fusal or failure to vote, have permitted machine 
politicians to manipulate primaries as they used to 
manipulate conventions. 

At a time like this, when democracy is on trial 
everywhere in the world and when its blessings, long 
taken for granted, are again being appreciated, it is 
timely to make a study of the failures of the primary 
system. . 

We hope the 16,000 voters to whom the League of 
Women Voters’ postcard is addressed will take the 
few moments necessary to check the reason for their 
failure to vote last August. If they do, much light 
will be shed on the problem and perhaps the an- 
swers will point to certain remedial measures to en- 
courage primary voting. 

And, while the 16,000 persons of Clayton Township 
await their postcards, How about the St. Louis voters 
and tomorrow’s municipal primary? Will they take 
advantage of their rights as citizens or will they 
permit the political organizations to determine who 
shall be the nominees?

THE STRENGTH OF FREE PEOPLES. 

The bill at Jefferson City to force the Communist 
party off the ballot is a reflection of similar action 
in several states last autumn. , 

It runs counter to the principles of the Bill of 
Rights and the fourteenth amendment, even though 
it could be argued there is a difference between al- 
lowing a man of destructive intent to express his 
opinions and permitting him to reach a position of 
public authority in which he could execute them. 

Perhaps it is better to view the whole thing as a 
practical matter. Nobody who runs on a Communist 
ticket is going to be elected to anything in America. 
Since there is no danger of his winning, it is wiser 
to let him run the race, where the odds are over- 
whelmingly against vietory. The process is damag- 
ing to the morale of the Communists, while the re- 
verse heightens it by making martyrs of them. 

France abolished the Communist party with a 
flourish when the war began, yet France fell in a 
heap of defeat and decay. England has not abolished 
the Communist party, and England stands. Suppres- 
sion did ‘not do any good in the one case and, in 
the other case, non-suppression appears to have done 
no damage, 

After all, the strength of free peoples lies in their 
ability to choose freely and intelligently. among lead- 
ers, among principles of thought and aniéng courses 
of action. Interference with that freedom betrays a 
lack of self-confidence, and does the functioning of 
democracy both moral and material harm. 
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ANOTHER RAID ON THE STATE TREASURY. 

If Missouri legislators sometimes wonder why the 
voters consistently refuse to-approve proposals to in- 
crease their salaries, they can find one explanation in 
the House vote this week appropriating $77,400 for 
pure patronage and waste, This amount would cover 
the direct-relief allotments of 5800 needy citizens 
of Missouri for a month, or it would meet a month’s 
payroll for 3600 soldiers training for national defense. 
The House, by a vote of 90 to 27, decided to squander 
it on a lot of unnecessary clerks some of its members 
want to hire through a subterfuge that evades the 
constitutional restriction on the number of legislative 
employes. . 

The Senate can stop this steal if it will. Certain- 
ly the taxpayers of Missouri will be grateful if it 
does, and so will the people on relief, the aged, the 
dependent children and others who suffer from the 
regularly recurring shortages of State funds. And’ 
if the Legislature resolutely refuses to sanction any 
more such Treasury raids, the voters doubtless will 
some day approve an increase in the low pay of its 
membership. But just now, in the face of such spec- 
tacles as that, the general feeling is that legislators 
are overpaid. 
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THE GREEKS FIGHT ON. 

Army communiques, as a rule, are very dry. Caesar 
got off a few terse ones, such as vent, vidi, vici, and 
there was nothing circumlocutory about Commodore 
Perry’s “We have met the enemy and they are ours.” 
Most of them, however, are labyrinths of verbiage 
that say very little and strike no spark.

' The army and the Greek people have decided 
to face events, no matter from what direction, 
and to fight on with the same undying will for 
their liberty and their fatherland. 


There speaks the Greece of Leonidas and the 300 
Of the brave Athenians who routed the Persians, of 
the Spartans of whom Plutarch said “The Spartans 
are not wont to ask how many the enemy are, but 
where they are.” : 

We have no fears for these Greeks. They may 
be beaten and overrun, but they cannot die.

Plea for a British War Aims Statement

It will help Britain win the war to state policies clearly, writer 
says; adds that Americans who want her to-win must demand such 
a statement; captive peoples would be greatly heartened by issuance 
of manifesto; urges start on free new world before conflict ends.

NGLAND can return a silken answer to 
EF the request of our Senate isolationists 
— that she reveal the peace terms she will 
demand after winning. 

It could run like this: “Our war aims are 
democratic aims; therefore, we shall impose 
no peace terms on Europe at all; we shall 
work them out in conference with the rep- 
resentatives of a liberated Europe, in accord 
with the needs of the people. We have aims, 
but not terms.” 

Some answer is needed, quickly. The ques- 
tion addressed to England by the Senators is 
fundamentally the same as the question ad- 
dressed to her by Mr. Hitler. 

“I speak for Europe,” he says, speaking 
for himself, “and England has no business 
in Europe. What does she want? Why 
should she have any power over the conti- 
nent?” 

He, too, can be answered, like the Sena- 
tors; but the British answer must be right: 
“We seek no power over Europe. We are 
against the exercise of arbitrary power by 
any nation over Europe; that is why we 
fight. When We win, we shall give our vic- 
tory to the peoples of Europe, for them to 
keep and to cherish.” 

* * 


Yet an answer in words alone is not 
enough. Either side can speak a form of 
words. Mr, Goebbels could memorize the 
words above in 10 minutes, and use them 
for his side; through decree he could have 
almost every newspaper on the continent, in- 
cluding the Scandinavian, gushing them by 
Words died as a political-instru- 
ment last year. 

Why should the common man in Europe 
accept words from either side? The world 
is in crisis and we had better face our dif- 
ficulty squarely; we dare not fool ourselves 
about the usefulness of words. 

The Man of the Continent has been de- 
prived of his liberties by Fascist criminals, 
and he has been brought to the edge of the. 
grave by the death’s-head diplomacy of the 
democrats. He is being beaten by one and 
blockaded by the other. He is hardly in a 
mood to accept statements by either party 
at face value, 

Two hatreds sit side by side in most 
European minds. One is hatred of the 
Fascist destroyer who came over the border; 
the second is hatred of the marplots at 
home who let him cross. Frenchmen as well 

J 


as Germans will be called to account, some 
day, for the fall of France, The cleanup to 
come in England will be one of men as 
well as rubble; In this setting, leadership 
must make a fresh start. But not with 
words, 

It does no good to sing to the Man of 
the Continent of the better world that is 
to come as a result of the war. The fresh 
start must be made during the war, as a 
way of fighting the war, as a commitment 
on aims that cannot be revised because it 
is stated in deeds, not words, beyond the 
possibility of misquotation. 

It appears almost a cruel superfluity for 
an American, living and working in safety, 
to demand creative political action of Eng- 
land, when she is giving us the reality of 
brave battle. But we who want her to win 
must make the demand, for it is only thus 
that she can win; her greatest danger is 
the peril that her friends, noting her des- 
perate plight, will be too lenient with her; 
a kind of fifth column of admirers who 
wrap her errors in the cotton-wool of their 
approbation, and keep all her mistakes 
alive. 


So we must say, again and again: “Do 
not talk about freedom; free India, and win 
a third of a billion friends in Asia and 
conquer the minds of a quarter of a billion 
in Europe.” 

We must say: “Do not talk about democ- 
racy; find an inspired way: to save a mil- 
lion refugees who are hunted because they 
are friends of democracy; give them your 
own bread if you have to, and stun the 
world with the proof that those who love 
democracy find home when they find you.” 

We must say: “Guarantee economic secur- 
ity for all your own people, as your better 
papers advise, and. thus compel the conti- 
nent to believe that when you come, their 
safety comes with you.” 

It is hard, and there are all kinds of perils 
on the way, but those who fling’ the banner 
of freedom to the breeze are enlisted in a 
campaign as big as the history of the world; 
they cannot fight a Fascist “New World 
Order” with a pious pip-squeak wish. They 
have to make it sing and they have to make 
it roar. 

The little people left in the free countries 
have thé right to demand a program as big 
as their crisis. 


An “Anti-Bill-of-Rights” Bill

VERY citizen who loves liberty holds 

precious those 10 articles in the Con- 
stitution of the United States known as the 
Bill of Rights. Their abridgment in time 
of peace is unthinkable. Yet under the 
guise of protecting our defense program 
from sabotage, réactionary business inter- 
ests in Missouri and other states are going 
out of their way to obtain enactments in 
their Legislatures which would actually per- 
mit nullification of the Constitution as well 
as the beneficial and progressive social legis- 
lation recently enacted by the Federal and 
state governments, 

The “Anti-Sabotage Act,” known as House 
Bill No, 52, recently introduced in the Mis- 
souri Legislature, ostensibly would punish 
willful and vicious acts of sabotage in in- 
dustries engaged in defense work. The law 
is so loosely constructed, however, that it 
could be used to suppress free speech, labor 
organizations, picketing and many other 
such lawful activities, 

Under the provisions of this law, a $10,000 
fine and a 10-year prison term could be 


given a person who loafs on the job. quits ‘ 


working on a shift, slows down his produc- 
tion or temporarily stops work, even if he 
claims he was suddenly taken fll and was 
tunable to proceed with his work. A union- 
representative who personally protested cer- 
tain violations of his members’ rights eould 
be punished for trespass. 

A company which furnishes power, water 
or tacks to another firm engaged in defense 
production could be protected from legiti- 
mate union activities under the broad and 
obscure scope of this “model anti-sabotage 
act.” | — — 


Such a utility or firm could request’ 


that streets around its plant be roped off 
as a measure of national defense, and any 
picket who walked down that street, even 
on personal business, could be progecuted 
under this convenient law. ' 
Not only every state and community bu 
the Federal. Government as well have 
statutes which protect private and personal 
property from destruction and acts of vio- 


lence. A special law to punish traitors and 
fifth columnists who commit serious acts 
of sabotage should meticulously state its 
purpose and be strictly confined to dealing 
with such crimes. 

Moreover, defense is a province of the 
Federal Government. At present, there are 
Federal laws under which saboteurs can be 
tried and sentenced to Federal prisons. 
There is no valid reason why states should 
assume the right to punish sabotage in “de- 
fense work” any more than the City of St, 
Louis should pass an ordinance p 
sabotage in “defense work.” 

In its present form, House Bill No, 52, the 
“anti-sabotage act,” is a persecution measure 
which every union-baiter and hater of lib- 


erty hopes will pass. In its present form, 


it is the kind of “law” which would win the 
hearty approval of Adolf Hitler, Josef Stalin 
and other tyrants who know how to use 
such legal weapons to persecute and enslave 
workers. 

An execrable law of this kind is an agency 
which invites violence, unrest and tumult be- 
cause it is spawned in specious hypocrisy 
and designed to circumvent justice. Organ- 
ized labor is: uncompromisingly opposed to 
House Bill No. 52, as it is now written.

their quality good. There are ample 
supplies of potatoes for the “one 
serving a day,” regardless of 
whether the food budget is liberal 
or limited. 

The difference in food value be- 
tween .the old and the new pota- 
toes is not large enough to influ- 
ence the housemaker’s choice, as 
far as is now known. Fiavor dif- 
ference may be and price differ- 
ence could be. New potatoes grown 
in the South and shipped long dis- 
stances naturally cost more at this 
time of year. In genéral, new po- 
tatoes contain a little more water 
and a trifle less carbohydrate and 
mineral salts. 

High food value in. relation to 
cost, plus inherent good flavor sug- 
gest excellent reason for eating 
potatoes frequently, whether old or 
new. Potatoes deserve extra at- 
tention in the late winter and 
early spring because of their vita- 
min C content. 

Many of the fruits and vegetables 
frequently listed for their vitamin 
C value are not available or cost 
too much during this in-between 
season. Recent scientific tests on 
vitamin C, or ascorbic acid, of po 
tatoes, a year-round food, are most 
encouraging. Indications are that 
the potato offers much of the vita- 
min, even after storage and no mat- 
ter how cooked. 

Because vitamin C is easily de- 
stroyed, however, there is some 
loss in the cooking. To ‘keep the 
greatest amount of the vitamin, 
cook the potatoes in their jackets. 
Such cooking will also save the 
most vitamin B1, another important 
food value of the vegetable. if 
the potatoes are pared and boiled, 
water left after the cooking should 
be used for sOup or gravy. 

Save Food Value. 

Cutting pared potatoes in small 
pieces before boiling may save 
cooking time, but it will waste food 
value. If you do pare the potatoes 
before cooking, cook them as soon 
as you can. 
lose food value while they soak in 
water. 

A good bit of the minerals of po- 
tatoes, mostly phosphorus and iron, 
is very near the skin, so make the 
paring thin or better still serve 
the skins and all. 

To get that mealy, ary perfec- 
tion in the baked potato, start the 
baking in a hot oven, and let it 
bake at about 400 to 425 degrees 
until thoroughly done. Whether or 
not you grease the potato before 
baking is a matter of 
choice, but remember if you do, 
the skin may be soft and greasy. 

To prevent lumps in mashed po- 
tatoes, the bane of the - novice 
cook’s existence, cook the potatoes 
thoroughly first of all. Then mash 
them thoroughly, and be sure the 
milk you add is hot. 

For crisp, tender French fries, 
rinse the potato slices in cold wa- 
ter, drain and dry them. Fry them 
right away, about a cupful at a 
time, in deep fat of about 375 de- 
grees. Soaking the potatoes in wa- 
ter for two hours before frying 
will make them crisper, but will 
lessen the flavor and food value. 


Use the bland flavored, high-grade 


peanut, cottonseed or corn oils for 
the frying. The potatoes will have 
better flavor and more sheen. The 
same ideas are good for shoestring 
potatoes, made from thin strips of 
potato instead of the wedges used 
for French frying

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Gen. Johnson — 
OPM Should Not 
Deal With Strikes 


—Impartial Board 
Needed. | 


TT poeais are two important pro- 


posals to check the threatened 

succession of strikes which 
could paralyze defense production. 
One is Knudsen’s proposal to ex- 
tend the principles of the Railway 
Mediation Act, which requires a 
“cooling off” period before any 
strike can begin. The other is that 
of Assistant Secretary of War Pat- 
terson, which would reconstitute 
the World War Taft-Walsh Board 
which relied on distinguished me- 
diation and impartial determina- 
tion of issues backed up by public 
opinion and indirect use of other 
governmental war powers. 

Both plans have been remark- 
ably successful. Patterson’s worked 
almost perfectly in the last war. 
Knudsen’s idea would require a new 
statute and a new kind of labor 
board to add to the rest—as would 
Patterson’s. But the Secretary’s 
plan could be put into effect im- 
mediately by an executive order. 

Would either or both work? No- 
body knows. What is needed is not 
s0 much more new schemes and 
bureaus as better men. One reason 
why the Taft board worked so well 
was that its chief was a former 
President of the United States who 
even earlier had been internation- 
ally known and highly respected as 
Secretary of War and Governor- 
General of the Philippines. More- 
over, he had been a great Federal 
Judge of most liberal principles, 
noted for a record of absolute jus- 
tice. 

Finally, he was “Big Bill” Taft, a 
great humanist, who could fre- 
quently just’chuckle and laugh the 
belligerenge out of angry contest- 
ants. That kind of man could 
make almost any plan work today, 
but where are we going to find 
him? The great men of that gen- 
eration seemed to regard no job as 
being Aeneath their dignity if the 
country needed to have it done, and 
there were more such men in those 
days. One reason why the draft 
worked so well in 1917 was that in 
the relatively minor job of presi- 
dent of its New York City district 
board was Charles Evans Hughes, 
who had just come within_a hair 
of being President of the United 
States. 

Our labor mediation organization 
now is an unplanned and chaotic 
mess. Twelve states have their 
own labor boards and conciliators. 


' They insist on acting each within 


its own state. The Department of 
Labor has a similar service. It 
doesn’t like to be left out. The 
National Labor Relations Board 
has another which horns in when 
possible. Sidney Hillman of OPM 
has another which is very active. 
The War Department has been 
urged to engage in settling strikes. 
Now if we adopt Knudsen’s or Pat- 
terson’s suggestion—or both—there 
could be five, six or seven separate 
governmental horners-in on any 
threatened dispute. 

That isn’t a very attractive or 
reasonable picture. The truth is 
that neither OPM nor the war or 
navy departments should have any- 
thing to do with labor disputes in 
industry. Their business is to get 
production. Settlement of a labor 
dispute is partly a judicial and 
partly a conciliatory service. It 
should be in absolutely impartial 


(hands which, like those of William 
‘ H. Taft, could command the utmost 


respect and confidence from every- 
body. 

It is absurd to have in control of 
industrial mobiliazation and en- 
gaged in settling labor controver- 
sies, even on a two-headed basis, 
an active head of a particularly 
efficient union who is at the same 
time.a principal officer in CIO— 
a new federation aggressively ‘en- 
gaged in industry-wide organiza- 


-tional effort and also engaged in a 


bitter fight with another great fed- 
eration, the AFL. Hillman is one 
of the ablest men in government 
but, in this role, he is obviously 
miscast. 

Nobody has proposed a promis- 
ing remedy and this department 
doesn’t presume to do so. But sure- 
ly there are some clear principles 
that are being neglected or at least 
some obvious ends to attain. Fewer 
and better boards, bigger and bet- 
ter men, a minimum of confusion 
and duplication, a more even-hand- 
ed justice, and a great increase in 
courage and frankness with the 
public about this whole dangerous 
situation.

The Phases 
Of Growth 
In Children 


By Angelo Patri 


HILDREN grow in a peculiar 
way. The new-born child grows 
with amazing rapidity. You 
can almost see him changing. As 
the days and months and years 
pass. his growth slackens to a slow- 
—* pace until it is scarcely percept- 

e. 

As life lengthens it seems that 
the steps between phases lengthen. 
The baby’s growth is immediate, 
the child’s is close to that rhythm, 
and the school child’s is a little 
slower. What is important for 
teachers and parents in this situa- 
tion is the fact that there is, in 
all children’s lives, a cerain im- 
mediacy of growth's needs. Feed 
the growth at the moment it is 
expanding and it is enriched and 
strengthened, ready to add its pow- 
er to the next phase of growth. 
Let that moment pass, and in babies 
it is but a moment sometimes, the 
growth is not as full-nor as rich 
as powerful as it might have been 
and something precious is lost. 

Babies must be trained to eat 
when they are hungry and to be 
hungry on schedule. The moment 
a child indicates his need for food, 
he is fed, and the clock set for 
the next feeding, and his hunger 
is trained those first two weeks. 
Should this be neglected the mother 
is going to have a miserable time 
feeding a baby who takes his 
meals whimsically, by moods. 

Little children between the ages 
of two and seven, the great group 
falling between three and five, 
learn to talk. She how his learn- 
ing span has widened in compar 
ison with that first one of hunger 
feeding. This, then, is the time 
the child must learn to use lan- 


KITH VERSUS KIN . 


ITH are one’s friends. Kin 

are one’s blood relations. Most 

people have a lot of both; 
and since life is so short, it is dif- 
ficult to do right by your kith 
without neglecting your kin, and 
vice versa. 

Thus, for example, if you are 
having a party, the question arises 
as to whether you should invite 
kith or kin. If you invite kith you 
will have no room for kin, and if 
you invite kin you will have no 
room for kith. 

You might try a mixture of sel- 
lected kith and kin. But then you 
risk insulting the kith and the kin 
that are omitted: Furthermore, it 
is very probable that your kin does 
not like your kith nor does your’ 
kith like your kin, so that they 
will refuse to mix and form two 
little groups at the opposite sides 
of the room. 

Or you might try two parties; 
one for kith and the other for kin. 
But then the kin will be hurt be- 
cause they will suspect that you 
are merely acting out a sense of 
duty. Besides, there are two dis- 
tinct types of kin, your wife’s and 
your own. And so, very likely, you 
will find it incumbent to give two 
kin parties; one for your kin and 
one for your wife's. 

That makes three parties which 
is much more than you bargained 
for, and you may conclude that 
they will do more harm than good 
and perhaps it is best not to give 
any party at all, 


But, unfortunately, there {s an- 
other practical solution that «most 
people follow. That is to give par- 
ties for your kith -alone to the 
exclusion of your kin: If your kin 
takes offense—and it is highly 
probable they will—you ¢an appease 
them later by giving them a prom- 
inent place at family weddings and 
funerals.

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WHAT IS THE relation of float- 
ing kidney to high blood pressure? 

There are several theories that 
have been advanced lately concern- 
ing the relationship of kidney. dis- 
ease to high blood pressure. The 
experiments of Goldblatt showed 
that if the blood supply of the kid- 
ney were slowly clamped off, the 
blood pressure would rise. Such 
experiments, however, had little to 
do with real life and a modification 
of the theory is that a dropped or 
floating kidney would produce a 
deficiency in the blood supply of 
the kidney and hence produce Gold- 
blatt’s hypertension. Personally, I 
think these ideas are not only exag- 
gerated but dangerous. The cause 
of high blood pressure, in my opin- 
ion, 1s a generalized change in all 
the arteries of the body and to 
bring the old subject of floating 
kidney back into the realm of the 
surgeon’s field is to offer a tempta- 
tion which might have serious con- 
sequences for many patients. Dr.

Now we come to the matter of 
responses to an opening one no 
trump. These. have been simplified 
as follows: When the partner of 
an opening one no. trump bidder 
holds one honor trick or less, he 
should pass, unless he can make a 
simple non-jump take-out to a six- 
card or longer suit. Holding one 
and one-half honor tricks or t- 
ly more, he should take out two 
in any five or six card suit. With 
this number of honor tricks and 
a seven-card. major suit, he 
jump to three in the suit. Other- 
wise, he should simply pass. 

Examples: South has bid one no 
trump and North holds: 

1, @A8SE652 YK32 O74 HSé5 

2. @AS6 YK32 ©7432 HSE5 

3. @A865432 YK32 O72 46 

With hand 1 North should take 
out to two spades. With hand 2 
he should pass. No game is in 
sight with only one and one-half 
honor tricks and this barren dis- 
tribution. With hand 3 North 
should jump to three spades. 

When the responder holds two 
honor tricks, or slightly better, he 
should take out to three in a five- 
card major suit or jump to four in 
a six-card or longer major suit. 
Otherwise, he should raise to two 
no trump. 

With three honor tricks the re- 
sponder should raise to three no 
trump or jump to three if any bid- 
dable suit.
